ON STORING DAMP GRAIN 

Owing to the late, wet hurvest- 
ing season, the-problem of storing 
“tough” and “damp” grain will be 
the cause of much concern to many 
faymers this winter. As announced 
earlier by the Board of Grain Coin- 
migsioners, farmers who thresh 
“tough” and “damp” grain will 
have to store it themselves as space 
is not available in country and 
terminal elevators. 

“Tough” Grain, With proper pre- 
cautions it should not be too difficult 
to store “tough” grain safely on 
the farm, especially if the moisture 
content is under 16%. Here are a 
few important points.°(1) As low 
moisture content is the key factor 
in safe grain storage, aim to store 

our grain as dry as possible, (2) 

tore “tough” grain in your smallest 

anary, where you can get at it 
for frequent examination, and for 
turning, if necessary. (3) Cool and 
clean your “tough” grain during cold 
weather. Remember, the drier, the 
cleaner, and the cooler you can get 
your “tough” grain the longer it will 
store safely, 

“Damp” Grain. The safe storage 
of “damp” grain presents a more 
serious problem, especially if the 
moisture content is over 18%, If 
your grain is “damp”, you will Have 
to dry it on the farm before Spring. 
In the meantime, get the moisture 
content down as low as possible, 
keep the temperature down, and 
clean the grain. Cleaning is a “must” 
for “damp” grain. The simplest 
method of drying grain is to mix 
“damp” grain with dry grain of the 
same grade, of course, if this is 
‘available, If you need a dricr, how- 
ever, use a recommended “batch 
drier, but be sure and keep the 
temperature of the hot air down to 
135°F, to avoid grain damage. 
Furthermore, ‘don’t attempt to dry 
seed-grain, or barley for malting. 
Seek advice on the best grain-drying 
methods from your Agricultural 
Representative, and contact your 
elevator Agent for help in having 
samples of dried grain tested at the

RAT POLICY 

{ The Alberta Department of 
Agriculture has announced the 


commencement of a new rat con- 
trol policy for Alberta, As most 
lor us are aware, the rat poses a 
real problem in this province. 
There is a mavement of rats gen-; 
erally westward direction due to 
overpopulation in areas where 
control measures are not practic- 
ed. Alberta is the last frontier 
for the rat, an area this pest has 
never been able to conquer. Under 
the new policy several munici- 
| palities and improvement  dis- 
tricts are appointing full time 
pest officers to assist and direct 
farmers in rat ~ prevention and 
control, 

The whole program is designed 
to prevent the westward move- 
ment of rats by a thorougty clean- 
up program and by the use of 
poisons, mainly warfarin. The 
areas which are _ involved in- 
clude the municipal districts of 
Vermilion River, Wainwright, Pro 
vost and Acadia Valley, the area 
designated as the Special areas 
and Imprivement ‘Districts 1, 11 
and 21. This takes in an area 
along our eastern border from the 
United States boundary to the 
North Saskatchewan River north 
of Lloydminster. 

According to Arthur M. Wil- 
son, Field Crops _ Commissioner, 
the Department of Agriculture 
will co-operate with municipali- 
ties by providing all poison ma- 
terials, provide field men to 
assist the pest officers and pay 
part of the cost of employing 
the pest officers who tiave the 
responsibility of carrying the 
campaign to the individual farms 
Farmers will be urged to rat 
proof buildings by proper con- 
struction and maintenance, there- 
by proteeting feed supplies and 
destroying rat harborages, About 
6,000 farms are included in the 
greas involved. Farmers and all 
residents in the border area are 
asked to co-operate in this pro- 
gram. If thes people fail to play 
in keeping rat populations from 
hecoming a serious menace in all 
parta of Alberta. 


TWO MEANINGS OF LATE 

How terrible it is, on losing 
‘someone dear to us, to be com- 
pelled to say, “If we could only 
have got him to a doctor, his 
life could have ben saved.” How 
much worse if a doctor, being told 
of this, makes the response, “True 
but if you had only taken a six- 
week course in first aid, you could 
have saved him anyway.” 

There is something of the 
same situation when lives are lost 
urough highway accidents, Every 
day, people die who could have 
been saved if only knowledge had 
been present instead of ignor- 
ance, Statistics have shown re- 
peatedly that the great majority 
of road accidents are caused hy 
personal failings. Mechanical de- 
tects, road conditions, weather 
and the physical healt: of drivers 
are neglizible. 

In the private opinion of a man 
closely concerned with highway 
safety, statistics tell only half 
the story «As he says, “Suppose 
I start out on a long journey 
and, on getting the car from tte 
‘garage, notice the brakes are not 
too good but decide to take a 
chance, If, then, I have an ac- 
cident, it will be listed as due to 
a meclanical defect whereas ob- 
viously; it is really’ a personal 
fault” 

His estimate is that, if the true 
causes of all road accidents could 
be discovered, well over 99 per 
cent of them would lead directly 
to personal default or negligence. 

Highway safety depends on the 
attitude of drivers from educa- 
tion, ‘training and enforcement. 
Of these three, a great deal of 
thought is wiven to the traffic 
laws and the best methods of en- 
forcing them. They are being 
constantly revised and improved. 
So much for enforcement. 

Education and training are two 
brancties of the same thing. Ed- 
ucation instructs on what-to do 
and training gives practice in 
doing it. But, because most of 
the elements of safety education 
and training are matters of com- 


mon sense, it must not be as- 
sumed that they need not be 
studied. 


What man thinks he is not the 
possessor of common sense? 
The fact remain that the truck 
driver who is trained in highway 
safety—and the majority of firms 
these days train their drivers, has 
a better accident record than the 
salesman who uses an automobile 
and generally is not trained, 

One important suggestion which 
has been made is that, when ap- 
plicants for licenses are taking 
their tests and when others are 
being re-checked, training in 
safety should be given by a qual- 
ified instructor. The instruction 
should be uinform and the safety 
tests highly exacting.

Three important factors govern 


keeping quality of vegetables 


Three highly important factors 
govern the keeping quality of 
vegetables when these are stored 
in the home basement or root cel- 
lar, states Chas, Walkof, Senior 
Horticulturist, Experimental Sta- 
tion, Morden, Man. These factors 
are: 1. Desirable maturity or de- 
gree of ripening of the vegetables 
to be stored. 2, Freedom of sur- 
face moisture on the vegetables 
and, 3. A steady and cool stor- 
age temperature, 

It is not -difficult to tell when 
vegetables are fit for storage. 
Onion bulbs will have dry, golden 
scales and the foliage will be yel- 
low and dry right to the top of 
the bulb. Pumpkins and squash 
when ripe are well colored and 
have a hard rind that is difficult 
to puncture with the thumb nail. 
Cabbage that is ready for stor- 
age has firm, solid heads and 
foliage which is a strong blue 
color. 

Dry storage 

As a rule it is desirable to place 
the vegetables in a dry place for 
sep maately @ week after har- 
vesting. This helps to rid the pro- 
duce of excess moisture which is 
often the cause of spoilage in stor- 
age. It has been found, also, that 
if pumpkins and squash are first 
kept at a temperature of 60 de- 
grees F. for two weeks and than 
transferred to dry storage at, 40 
degrees F, they will keep until well 
after Christmas, 

At the Morden Station, hot air 
at a temperature of 90 degrees F, 
is blown through crates or sacks 


of newly harvested onions for 10 


days to imprové their keeping 
quality. 

The home gardener is advised to 
remember the importance of stor- 


age type vegetable varieties when

EDMONTON. — Warm, d 
weather of the last couple of weeks 
has provided ideal threshing con- 
ditions and rapid harvesting pro- 
gress is reported in almost all 
areas of Alberta, R, E, English, 
Statistician for the provincial de- 
portment of agriculture. reported 
recently, ‘ 

At Olds, Stettler, Lacombe, Pon- 
oka, Edmonton, Westlock, Smoky 
Lake and Bonnyville districts five 
to 20 percent of oats and wheat 
were reported threshed at the 
weekend. In the south operations 
are nearer completion, Moisture in 
the fields still is hampering some 
cutting, 

In the north, progress varies 
from two-thirds complcted north of 
the Peace river to about one-third 
south of the river, 

“Yields appear satisfactory in 
view of the condition of the crop 
at the time killing frosts oc- 
curred,” Mr, English said, “Farm- 
ers are obtaining as much or more 
grain than expected at Sept. 20. 
But many fields of late oats and 
barley will not he threshed.” 

Quality is low with wheat grades 
in the south averaging No, 2 and 3 
northern and in some districts east 
of Lethbridge oats and barley will 
grade above feed in northern 
parts of the Peace River district 
there is a little No. 2 northern 
and a great deal of oats and bar- 
ley will rate C.W, grades, 

In most other areas,” he added, 
“most reporters suggest. that wheat 
grades will average five or six 
and that oats and barley wil) fall 
almost equally into one and two 
feed with some three feed.”

$5,216,887, while the amount pro- 
vided for the present fiscal year 
has been set at $10,902,945. 

The responsibility for proe 
viding assistance in the form of 
food, fuel, clothing and shelter 
and when necessary, hospital and 
medical services to indigent per- 
sons rests with the munilipality 
in which residence has been ac- 
quired. The Province provides 
grants to municipalities up to 
sixty percent of the cost of such 
assistance. The cost of providing 
the same form of assistance to 
persons who have no municipal 
residence is assumed by the pro- 
vince. :
